A glimpse into the operation of 
a modern school system was giv en 
memb ers of the Sikeston Rotary 
Club at their regular Monday night 
dinner meeting in the Rustic Rock 
Inn last night when Lynn Twitty 
superintendent of schools, spoke 
b riefly on the city school system. 
It prob ab ly came as a surprise 
to most of his listeners when Sup­ 
erintendent Twitty told them the 
school system, in additon to its 
educational program for the 3.000 
and some pupils in all the schools 
of the city, also conducts the b ig­ 
gest transportation system in the 
district and also the b iggest res­ 
taurant. 
The school system operates eight 
b usses which transport an av erage 
of 1.550 pupils to and from the 
schools ov er more than 100 miles 
ov er the district streets and roads 
ev ery school day. 
In the school cafeterias b etween 
1,600 and 1.700 meals arc serv ed 
ev ery day or ab out 9,500 per week 
which totals up to some 300.000 
meals per year. 
And this school system is an im ­ 
portant factor in the economics 
life of the city, Twitty pointed out, 
in that it employes 108 teachers 
and 40 custodians, driv ers, cafeter­ 
ia workers, secretaries and others 
making a total of 148 wage earn­ 
ers who work, make their homos 
and. in the main, spend their pay 
in Sikeston. 
The total b udget set up last year 
for the operation and manintenance 
of the schools amounted to $446,000 
which, with the addition of ad 
ditional capital outlay, b rought total 
al capital outlay, b rought the total 
up to $578,000. There were a total 
of 483,965 days of attendance last 
year which 
makes 
the 
av erage 
cost per day per pupil less than 
$1. 
The new Lee Hunter elementary 
school is under construction and 
will b e ready for use next fall 
prov iding 18 additional class rooms 
which are b adly needed to take the 
strain off other schools. 
And the program of improv ement 
will continue, he assured the Ro- 
tarians. Planned for the near fut­ 
ure, prob ab ly in 1956, the C. D. 
Matthews School, a 12-room elem- 
tary school will b e erected some­ 
where in the neighb orhood of the 
Reiss Dairy to take care of chil­ 
dren in that secton of the city. 
Ev ery class room in the city 
schools system from the first grade 
straight through the high school is 
ov ercrowded, he stated. 
These crowded conditions, Twit­ 
ty said, mean that no pupil gets 
as much indiv idual attention from | 
the teacher as should b e giv en. 
In eight years, he warned, it is 
j 
going to b e ab solutely necessary J 
to b uild a new high school to take j 
care of the steadily increasing at­ 
tendance. 
Just where the school system is to 
get the funds that will b e needed to 
meet growing demand for school 
meet the growing demand forsch- 
facilities and teachers is a serious 
prob lem facing the school executi­ 
v es. 
The recent v eto b y the gov ernor 
which Twitty said he was not crit- 
iczing. of the additional $9.250.000 
in funds for the state schools shoud 
mean a loss of ab out $233 per 
teaching unit in the next b i-ennium. 
He doub ted, Twitty said, whether 
the teachers in Missouri, already 
paid ab out $500 under the national 
yearly av erage would b e ab le to 
take* an additional cut of $233 in 
their salaries and it would mean ’ 
man} of the state teachers would, j 
il they could, seek teaching job s in 
other states. 
It is a prob lem Twitty said, for 
t.-Vtlrh th« ’-v ttb lic would hav e to 
find a solution.

Superintendent of Schools 
Informs Rotary Club 
About City’s System 


A glimpse into the operation of 
a modern school system was given 
members of the Sikeston Rotary 
Club at their regular Monday night 
dinner meeting in the Rustic Rock 
Inn last night when Lynn Tw ittv 
superintendent of schools, 
spoke 
briefly on the city school system. 
It probably came as a surprise 
to most of his listeners when Sup­ 
erintendent Twitty told them the 
school system, in additon to its 
educational program for the 3.000 
and some pupils in all the schools 
of the city, also conducts the big­ 
gest transportation system in the 
district and also the biggest res­ 
taurant. 
The school system operates eight 
busses which transport an average 
of 1.550 pupils to and from the 
schools over more than IOO miles 
over the district streets and roads 
every school day. 
In the school cafeterias between 
1.600 and 1.700 meals are served 
every day or about 9,500 per week 
which totals up to some 300.000 
meals per year. 
And this school system is an im ­ 
portant 
factor in the economics 
life of the city, Tw itty pointed out. 
in that it employes 108 teachers 
and 40 custodians, drivers, cafeter­ 
ia workers, secretaries and others 
making a total of 148 wage earn­ 
ers who work. make their homes 
and. in the main, spend their pay 
in Sikeston. 
The total budget set up last year 
for the operation and manintenance 
of the schools amounted to $446,000 
which, 
with the addition of ad 
ditional capital outlay, brought total 
a1 capital outlay, brought tho total 
up to $578,000. There were a total 
of 483,965 days of attendance last 
year which 
makes 
the 
average 
cost per day per pupil less than 
$1. 
The new Lee Hunter elementary 
school is under construction and 
will be ready for use next fall 
providing 18 additional class rooms 
which are badly needed to take the 
strain off other schools. 
And the program of improvement 
w ill continue, he assured the Ro- 
tarians. Planned for the near fut­ 
ure, probably in 1956, the C. D. 
Matthews School, 
a 12-room elem- 
tary school will be erected some­ 
where in the neighborhood of the 
Reiss D airy to take care of chil­ 
dren in that secton of the city. 
E v e ry class room in the city 
schools system from the first grade 
straight through the high school is 
overcrowded, he stated. 
These crowded conditions. Twit- 
ty said, mean that no pupil gets 
as much individual attention from 
the teacher as should bo given. 
In eight years, he warned, it is 
going to be absolutely necessary 
to build a new high school to take 
care of the steadily increasing at­ 
tendance. 
Just where the school system is to 
get the funds that will be needed to 
meet growing demand for school 
meet the growing demand forsch- 
facilities and teachers is a serious 
problem facing the school executi­ 
ves. 
The recent veto by the governor 
which Tw itty said he was not crit- 
iczing. of the additional $9,250,000 
in funds for the state schools shoud
